In a personal Interview, a duplicate of the Fomn is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference Interview, the copy Is nrailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either wilh or prior to Uie next offidal communication. If additional conespondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomt should be mailed promptly after the Interview rather than wIUi the next ofRciai communication.

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An IdBntification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amflndments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allovrability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to Uie contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Inten/iew (If Fomi Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interwew Summary Fomi will not nonnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Inten/iew 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordafa'on of the substance of any interview should Include at least the following applicable Items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstrafian conducted.

(The IdentiRcatlon of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A veitalim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The Identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature or Ihnjst of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be underelood in tfie context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those argumenla which he or she feels ware or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indicalion of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or autcome of the Inten/iew unless already described In the Inten/lew Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview, tf the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.
